Students  warned  of  dangers 
involved  in  quack  medicine 


Doctor  says  practices 
are  lucrative  business 

By  DANIEL  BILUN 


Quack  medicine  is  a  lucrative  business  and  a 
dangerous  deception,  a  noted  nutritional  scientist 
told  Tuesday’s  Forum  assembly  audience. 

Dr.  Victor  Herbert,  who  is  licensed  as  a  doctor 
and  s  lawyrr.  warned  about  the  dangers  of  ques¬ 
tionable  medical  practices  and  gave  guideline*  for 
judging  their  validity. 

Quackery  is  profilatiie  for  Its  perpetrators  be¬ 
cause  people  love  miracle  cure*  and  magical 
weight-loss  programs,  said  Herbert.  If  people  be¬ 
lieve  in  a  treatment,  they  will  feel  better  even  if  the 
therapy  is  killing  them,  he  said. 

In  the  field  of  nutrition,  however,  magical  claim* 
are  not  true  and  true  claims  are  not  magical. 

Herbert  gave  three  rule*  for  evaluatng  uncon¬ 
ventional  medical  therapies:  the  treatment  must  be 
objectively  demonstrated  a*  better  than  doing 
nothing;  it  must  be  shown  to  be  as  safe  as  doing 
nothing;  and  if  there  is  a  quest  ion  regarding  safety. 

It  must  he  demonstrated  that  the  overall  benefit* 
are  better  than  doing  nothing. 

Herbert  described  a  book  published  in  Provo  as 
an  example  of  an  unconventional  practice  based  on 
fallacy.  The  author  claimed  that  massive  dose*  of 
water  soluble  vitamin*  are  harmless  because  ra¬ 
ces#  is  eliminated  from  the  body.

The 
author  of  the  book  had  financial  Interests  in  a  com¬ 
pany-  that  pror  hired  safflower  oil  capsule*,  he  said. 

The  only  way  to  lose  weight  is  to  eat  less  and 
exercise  more  in  order  to  burn  more  calories  than 
are  taken  In.  said  Herbert.

According  to  their  ormmsndrr*  the  invading 
forte  was  composed  of  U.S.  Marines.  ex-Somon 
guardsmen,  and  Honduran  soldier*.  Their  com¬ 
manding  officer*  had  also  told  them  that  these 
■mercenaries  bent  on  destroying  the  revolution" 
killed  all  prisoner*.  All  three  soldier*  said  they 
were  forced  to  fight  for  the  Sandinistas.  One  of  the 
soldier*.  Felipe,  estimated  that  around  60  percent 
of  the  entire  SandinisU  troop  force  is  obligated  to 
fight. 

Felipe  and  another  guerrilla  had  been  attending 
the  University  of  Managua  but  ww  expelled  for 
“counterrevolutionary"  activities  which  included 
failure  to  attend  revolutionary  demonstrations  held 
on  campus. 

Another  guerrilla  interviewed  told  of  hi*  family’s 
experience  with  the  SamlinisU  military.  He  said 
the  Sandinistas  had  recruited  hi*  brother  into  the 
neighborhood  militia.  When  he  refused  to  jotn  he 
was  thrown  in  jail,  and  the  Sandinistas  ransacked 
hi*  family’s  house  —  spraying  paint  on  the  walls  and 
thro  w  in*  rock*  through  the  wtndowi  wft2c  rcsj tH 
stood  by  watching.  After  receiving  consistent 
threats  from  government  soldier*  and  government 
led  "divine  mobs"  the  family  fled  to  Cost*  Rica. 

Although  the  Contras  are  receiving  logistical 
support  and  additional  recruit*  from  the  Nicara¬ 
guan  peasants,  there  are  three  main  factor*  which 
prevent  any  rapid  change  In  the  current  situation. 
First,  funding  to  the  Contras  Is  limited.  Congress 
hat  cut  off  all  funding  to  the  contras,  and  CIA  funds 
are  drying  up.  This  has  hampered  the  guerrilla 
efforts  to  organize  a  broader  political  and  military 
base.  Second,  although  there  is  great  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  tow  ard  the  Samlinista  government  the  Nicara¬ 
guan  people  still  take  pride  in  the  revolution,  and 
the  Sandinistas  have  taken  advantage  of  this  re¬ 
volutionary  fervor.  By  portraying  the  Contra*  a* 
ex-Som.ua  guardsmen  and  mercenaries,  the  Sandi- 
mstas  have  rallied  the  Nicaraguan  prople  behind 
them.  The  Nicaraguan*  who  do  not  have  actual 
contact  with  the  Contras  look  at  them  only  through 
the  Sandinista  propaganda  filter.  Third,  the  Sandi- 
nisla  Defense  Committee,  designed  after  the 
neighborhood  spy  committees  in  Cuba,  have  pre¬ 
vented  any  organized  opposition  to  develop  against 
the  Sandinistas  at  a  grm*s  roots  level
